not to be construed as an attack on 
legitimate cotton etchangea. The 
proceedings are uol completed and 
a a It la before the grand Jury It 
can't be discussed at present." 

Rockefeller Is Tired. 

Waatiington. • April 27 — Rocke- 
feller. tired of waiting on congress 
to accept his gift of a half billion 
dollars, la expected to take steps to 
I Incorporate his "foundation" uuder 
lawa of aonie state This was caused 
by the objections of Senators Hep- 
Iburn and lafollette. Hepburn fesrsl 
It might relieve the entire Rocke-j 
feller estate from taxation. Lafol- 
leite and others say the terms of 
the measure are too Indefinite. 

"Tlie Rockefeller foundation will 
perpetuate the Standard Oil company 
.because by the ternn with the meas- 
ure It will leave the Investment* In 
the hasids of that company and give 
It addtbonal advantages over other 
companlea." Said Senator llepburs 
today. "It would free the mill tone 
of the Standard Oil from taxation, 
and be the medium of avoiding the 
rollortUm of the collaleral Inherit- 
ance tax the corporation will be 
perpetual by the bill." 

Invites Insurgents to Join. 

Washington. April 27.— In a 
speech, attacking the constitution- 
ality of the railroad bill In the sen- 
ate today. Senator Raynor Invited 
the Insurgents to Join the Demo- 
cratic party. He said : "1 suggest 

that they Join, as there Is no differ- 
ence between us." He said he la 
getting weary of being rejeeted by 
the insurgents when the supreme 
moment comes after being political 
friends. He aald when be listens to 
the senator from Iowa recite tlie 
crlmee of the Republican party he Is 
thrilled. He offers them an escape 
by entrance Into the Democratic 
party. 

Senator DoHlver. speaking In be- 
half of the Insurgents, today declined 
the Democratic offer to Join them, 
saying. "We have sympathy with 
your party, but little confidence In 
it." He said the present political 
evlt Is that a few men have grown 
ro strong they are knocking the 
heads of the two parties together. 
He declared the party of the future 
WlH be on the Abe Lincoln lines, 
with an unfettered start and a fair 
chance for every mau."

Nashville. Tenn., April 27. — Gov- 
ernor Patterson today responded to 
three supreme court Judges, charg- 
ing him with an attempt to coerce 
the court In the Cooper case. He 
c harges that the Judges wanted to 
use tlie esse ss a political asset and 
not render a decision till after they 
secured re-election. 

Patterson said: "I believe the 

Cooper case will be tried on Its mer- 
its. If any responsibility la thrown 
oh him, 1 will decide according to my 
own Judgment ." He said the attempt 
to Involve the executive in Ibe case 
tried by them gives scan* assurance 
to the people that the Judges really 
are solicitous to nuilutaln the inde- 
pendence of the co-ordinate branches 
of the government. 

DWiUtiiem Increases Wages. 

Princeton, Ind.. April 27. — Offic- 
ials sotlce was glvrm at the Southern 
railroad shops here today of the gen- 
eral Increase, effect ive April 1 of 3 % 
cents an hour In all mechanical de- 
partments of the shops throughout 
the Southern railway system, with 
the exception of the machinists who 
received an Increase of 4 % cents an 
hour. 

Sees sham Battle. 

Parts, April 27. — A sham battle 
was given Iti honor of Roosevelt to- 
day. Cannons were In action, 
charges, cavalry and other evolutions 
At tbe end of the battle Roosevelt 
raised out of his saddle and shouted 
"Good " He will visit Versailles this 
afternoon. He probably will see 
"ChanMcler." 

"It was the finest *lght I have 
seen In years," was Roosevelt’s com- 
ment on quitting the field. Thousands 
cheered the colonel. He made a visit 
to the palace and lunched at the em- 
bassy.

CLAIMS IT HAS A CASE

New York. April 27. — Attorney 
Wise for the prosecution said he will 
produce fifty brokers to testify that 
Heinzc Is In a copper pool. Under a 
ruling of the court, the prosecution 
must prove It was a pool to manipu- 
late the price of copper stocks. 
Heins Is a member of the pool, 
shared In the profits, and money bor- 
rowed was to be used in transactions 
of the pool. The pool lost money to 
tbe bank. Judge Hough denied the 
motion of Helm's attorney to dismiss 
the indictment as defective. The 
consolidated Indictments against 
Heinz will contain 15 counts, alleg- 
ing over-certlflcation, and 23 alleging 
misapplication of the bank's funds.

In the ground. 

Freezing weather was reported a* 
far south as Kufsla, Ala., yesterday. 

Adding to the darkness of the 
whole weather situation, a scarcity 
iof seed suitable for planting Is re- 
ported. No seed cotton was inarki t- 
• ■d In the city yesterday, and It was 
freely predicted that planters would 
find It necessary to resort to the use 
of ordinary commercial wed for lay- 
tag In the ground for the 1910 crop 

Although the season Is yet young 
and. with ideal conditions, which 
would embrace, of course, a sufllclent 
amount of seed cotton, an average 
year's supply might be fruited, but 
even If such should prove to be the 
case an availing aum haa already 
been expended In the first planting 
and the loss Is staggering.
